DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT JOSEPH F. SMITH. 


[CONTINUED FROM PAGE 177.] 

Bor there is a difference—and I do not hesitate for one moment to declare 
it to this congregation, nor would I hesitate to declare it anywhere in the 
world, for it is true—between those who are honest in heart in the midst 
of the world and those people who have received the Gospel and who have 
been gathered into one community, having come out from Babylon that 
they might not partake of her sins nor receive of her plagues. While 
there are thousands and millions of the children of God who are scattered 
among the nations of the earth and are still in darkness in relation to the 
principles of life and salvation, you have received light, you have been 
endowed with wisdom from on high; or if you have not, then there is 
something the matter with you. Certainly it was your privilege to be — 
endowed with wisdom from on high. It was your privilege to receive in- 
telligence and knowledge from God which no people on earth can possibly 
receive except they repent of their sins, are baptized for the reimission of 
their sins, and receive the Holy Ghost by the laying on of hands, as you 
have done. 

Therefore, if we are not the people of God, and if this land is not the 
land of Zion, tell me if you can, where I may go upon the face of the earth 
to find the people of God and the land of Zion; for it is the people of God 
that I am looking for, and it is the land of Zion that I have desired to 
search out. And it is for these objects that you have gathered to these 
valleys in the midst of these mountains. We have come here to serve the 
Lord, and the Lord has said : 


Behold, blessed are they who have come up unto this land with an eye 
single to my glory, acco to my commandments; 
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For them that live shall inherit the earth, and them that die shall rest 
from all their labors, and their work shall follow them, and they shall 
— a crown in the mansions of my Father, which I have prepared for 

em ; 

Yea, blessed are they whose feet stand upon the land of Zion, who have 
obeyed my Gospel, for they shall receive for their reward the good things 
of the earth; and it shall bring forth in its strength. 

Need I ask the Latter-day Saints if they have received the good things 
of the earth since they came to these valleys? Need I ask them if the 
earth has yielded in its strength to them? Is there a Latter-day Saint 
anywhere who will say that the earth has refused to yield in her strength 
to this people, or that this people have not received the blessings of the 
earth? I remember very distinctly when I first came to this valley how 
it appeared to me. If there was a barren place anywhere on the earth, 
surely it was here. The very grass was dry and apparently dead, and 
there were no green trees and no shrubbery to give joy to the eye or glad- 
ness to the heart; there was no appearance to this land calculated to 
make it a place to be desired. The soil was dry and apparently barren. 
The earth was bare. Whatever had grown upon its surface had withered 
or been destroyed by the vast hordes of crickets and grasshoppers which 
infested the valley at that time, and everything was forbidding. I re- 
member a large field which was plowed and planted about six miles 
from this place, on the bench between Mill creek and Canyon creek. It 
had been plowed by a combination of labor in order that the soil might 
be tested, and that they might get as near as possible to the waters which 
flowed from the canyons, that none of it should waste before it could be 
brought upon the soil. Wheat was planted upon that soil, and it was 
irrigated according to the best knowledge that was had at that time by 
the people. But after the season’s toil of plowing, planting and irrigating, 
it was found that the labor was thrown away. Not a spear of wheat grew 
above six inches high. The wheat sprouted wherever there was sufficient 
moisture in the soil to cause it to spring up; but because of the drouth 
and the barrenness of the soil, it withered and died. Not a grain of wheat 
was harvested from that great field. What now? Why, any of you that 
want to see the change that has been wrought in this valley, go now upon 
that very same soil. It was abandoned then as worthless, valueless. It 
was thought that nothing could be produced upon it, and we went more 
toward the lower part of the valley and began to cultivate the soil there. 
For years this land that I speak of produced nothing but sunflowers and 
weeds, which seemed to flourish very well. But after a while we became 
a little more numerous, and we began to spread out. This land was then 
re-occupied little by little, and the people began to cultivate it again. 
Now go and see it for yourselves. There are hundreds of prosperous, 
happy homes, and hundreds of happy people living upon that once barren 
soil and deriving their support from it. 

I can remember that for years the land lying between here and Bountiful 
and that in Bountiful, particularly the south end of it, no one attempted 
to cultivate, because it was considered worthless, and a man was thought 
to be throwing away his time to have anything to do with it. The choicer 
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little spots of ground lower down in the valley, where there was a little 
moisture, were thought to be the most valuable in the valley, and there 
the people sought to obtain their inheritances. What is the result? It 
has been proven beyond any doubt that those lands that were once so 
barren and forbidding have become to-day the most valuable, the most 
fruitful, and the strongest and best soil of all the lands of our valley, and 
the men that now occupy these bench lands possess more wealth to the 
acre than those who occupy the lower grounds, when it comes to producing 
cereals or food for animals. I remember also at Kaysville, where now you 
see comfortable homes and prosperous people, that you could not get straw 
of wheat, of barley, nor of oats sufficient to feed a team as you passed 
through the country; and the people that occupied that barren bench 
were under the necessity of husbanding their chaff and every spear of 
straw that they threshed out in order to keep their teams from starvation 
through the winter. Go there to-day and look at it, and what do you see? 
Why, if you want to see great ricks of hay, go there; if you want to see 
fodder in abundance for all kinds of animals, go there; if you want to find 
a people who have become wealthy from the products of the soil, go to 
Kaysville, once one of the most barren places within the whole valley of 
Salt Lake. 

So we might continue to enumerate instances of this character, in which 
the Lord has blessed the earth and the people who have inhabited these 
valleys—these once barren lands—have received the good things of the 
earth. They have not made it by speculation, nor by merchandising, nor 
by banking; but they have got it by tilling the soil, and they have reaped 
abundant rewards for their labors. They are possessing their homes in 
peace, just as the Lord said they should, and they are eating the good 
things of the earth, which is yielding in its strength for their sustenance. 
And why is this? Because, although there may be many among us who 
are not living as they should, and who are not magnifying the law of God; 
while there may be many who are derelict in their duty, who are thought- 
less and faithless, and who may even be unworthy of the blessings of God, 
there are certainly enough, as it appears, among us who are living their 
religion, and who have come here with an eye single to the glory of God, 
according to His conmandments, that they are entitled to the fulfillment 
of the promise that God has made, that the earth should be blessed for 
their sake, and that they should eat the good things of the earth, which 
should yield in its strength for them. I testify to you that this is true. 
The Lord has blessed us throughout the lengths and breadths of the land, 
wherever our people have settled. 

Well, but, says one, supposing these same lands had been occupied by 
unbelievers, would they not have been blessed as much as we have been 
blessed? Would not the same results have followed that we see now? 
Why should we claim that any different results have followed the labors 
and the faith of the Latter-day Saints than would have followed the un- 
believer ? 

Now, as I do not know whether the same results would have followed 
the unbeliever as has followed the believer, never having seen it tried or 
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proven, I will not pretend here to say that the same results would not 
‘have followed their actions if they had come here and done the work that 
we have done; but this I will say: I acknowledge the hand of God in 
making the barren wastes fruitful. I give to my Heavenly Father the 
credit, the honor and the glory for my prosperity in this land, temporally 
as well as spiritually. We claim that the Lord Almighty has blessed 
these mountain valleys for the sake of His people, and I defy any man in 
the world to prove to the contrary. It is in this regard just as Paul 
expressed with respect to preaching the Gospel: Paul may plant, and 
Apollos may water, but verily God giveth the increase. It is God who 
giveth the increase after all. I believe further that when the children 
of Israel were obedient to the commandments of God and were subject 
to His law, then the land was blessed for their sake. I believe that 
they enjoyed the early and the latter rains, and that the earth yielded 
in its strength for their sustenance. I also believe the Scriptures which 
testify to us that when the péople of Israel paid their tithings and their 
offerings, and were faithful in honoring the law of God, they had abun- 
dance for all their necessities, and they had great accumulations of 
wealth besides. Then the Lord prospered them, and when they went 
up before their enemies, their enemies fled before them, and they were 
conquerors. But how changed this was when they began to depart 
from the way of life and to desert God, who had befriended them and 
led them out of Egypt and planted them in the promised land! Then 
the rains were withheld; then the soil became ashes, as it were, under 
their feet; then the fruitful field became barren, and the people began 
to mourn and to suffer, because of the chastening hand of God that 
was upon them. No longer did he bless the soil that it should yield 
in its strength for them, and no longer did they reap in abundance 
the good things of the earth, because the wrath of God was upon them, 
and it continued upon them until they were carried away captive by their 
enemies. When they went out one way before their enemies, they fled 
before them seven. The vine cast its fruit before its time, and they were 
smitten with the mildew, with the rust, with the drouth, and with a de- 
vouring insect, until the Lord wasted them away. And all this because 
they ceased to exercise faith in God, or to live with an eye single to His 


glory.

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President Morrison said he was pleased to meet those present. It was 
a day of rejoicing with the Latter-day Saints. He trusted we would have 
a time of refreshing, and that the Lord would bless us all. 

Elder Fleming spoke of the Gospel as delivered to man in the last days; 
the mission of our Savior, and what He taught as being necessary to salva- 
tion; also on the ordinances of the Gospel. He closed his remarks by 
bearing a faithful testimony to the truth. 

Elder Stevens was pleased to have the opportunity of bearing his testi- 
mony to the divine mission of the Savior, as also that of His Apostles ; 
and to be a preacher of the Gospel in its fulness, as it had been restored 
through the Prophet Joseph Smith. 

Elder Black spoke of the Gospel as being the power of God unto salva- 
tion to all who would receive and obey its principles. He spoke of the 
labors of the Apostles of Jesus while they were upon the earth, and the 
mission of the Savior himself, and the signs that were to follow those 
who believed, and that the same gifts and blessings were with the Church 
in this the nineteenth century as formerly. 

President Solomon said he had listened with pleasure to the remarks 
made by the Elders, and was pleased to see so many young people present. 
He spoke of the great responsibilities that rested upon parents in bringing 
up their children. The world was full of sin, and temptation beset our 
children on every hand. We should be kind and patient with them, and 
be sure to teach them to be virtuous and pure in all their ways, shun evil, 
prize truth, and avoid error.

Sacrament was administered by Elders Black and Stevens. 

Elder Pitchforth referred to the fourth chapter of Ephesians, giving the 
words of the Apostle Paul to the Saints in his day, showing that the 
Latter-day Saints were preaching the same principles as were taught by 
the Savior and His Apostles; and that faith, repentance, and baptism by 
immersion, and the laying on of hands for the gift of the Holy Ghost, were 
essential to salvation. He testified that the Gospel of Christ was again 
upon the earth. 

Elder H. Kirkham delighted in doing his Master’s will and obeying those 
who bear rule in the kingdom. If we walk in the light of the Gospel the 
blood of Jesus would cleanse us from sin. Faith, repentance, and baptism 
by immersion were the stepping stones into the kingdom of our Father, 
and without these ordinances we could not see the kingdom. He referred 
to the signs following the believers and the gifts and blessings to be ob- 
tained by those who would do the will of the Father. 

The authorities of the Church, the European Mission, and the Sheffield 
Conference were presented and unanimously sustained. 

The conference report for the six months ending March 4, 1893, was read 
as follows: Meetings held 252; Sabbath Schools 24; tracts distributed 
16,400; houses visited 9,314; Gospel conversations 895; children blessed 3; 
emigrated 2; books disposed of 150; Seventies 8; Elders 20; Priests 5; 
Teachers 1; Deacons 7; members 142; total 175. 
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Elder McCune spoke of the visions of the Prophets Daniel and John, 
and restoration of the Gospel as seen by them. An angel had come from 
the realms of Jehovah and brought the Gospel again to man; and all men 
must obey its laws in order to obtain salvation in the kingdom of our 
Heavenly Father; that it must be preached to all nations, after which 
Christ would come and take unto Himself those who received and obeyed 
it. He bore a strong testimony to the divinity of the Gospel as taught by 
the Latter-day Saints. 

President Solomon said we were gathered together to-day that we might 
receive spiritual food that our spirits might be fed and nurtured in the 
ways of the Lord. He referred to the ordinances of the Lord’s Supper, 
dwelling upon the life and mission of the Savior, His death and sufferings; 
His teachings while upon the earth, showing that He had given us a plan 
whereby we could be saved if we would yield obedience to the laws and 
ordinances of the Gospel, which were faith on the Lord Jesus, repentance, 
baptism by immersion, laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy 
Ghost. He said we should strive to live lives of righteousness, do all the 
good we could while upon the earth, and prepare ourselves for the future, 
that we might be ready when that day should come, and we should hear 
it said, “Well done, thou good and faithful servant, enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.”

Elder J. Kirkham addressed the Saints upon the necessity of being humble 
and obedient to the commandments of our Heavenly Father. By living 
upright, honorable lives before God and man, and having the Holy Ghost 
for a constant companion we could avoid error and sin. 

Elder Hall gave a discourse upon the birth and mission of John the 
Baptist, the labors of our Savior, His setting up a kingdom, the laws per- 
taining thereto, and the officers therein, and how we night become citizens 
of the kingdom; the gifts and blessings of the Gospel, and gave an illus- 
tration of its restoration in these last days; what the Gospel was able to 
do for those who would obey it; the conversion of Paul and what He had 
to do to be saved. He spoke upon the preaching of the Gospel in these 
days, and how it was received. Exhorted the people unto repentance 
that they might escape the judgments that were coming upon the earth.

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The United States, exported during the year 1892, 191,000,000 bushels of wheat. 


Last year the United States used 149,492 tons of European beet sugar at a cost of 
probably $12,000,000. 
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Dr. Kempester, a special health officer from the United States, now at Berlin, anticipates 
a general outbreak of cholera in the spring. 


The Wyoming Legislature having failed to elect a United States Senator the Governor 
has appointed A. C, Beckwith, a Democrat. | 


President Cleveland on March 9, sent a message to the Senate withdrawing the treaty 
authorizing the annexation of Hawaii by the United States. 

The City of Chicago, February 24 passed an ordinance requiring all the railways enter- 
ing that city to use elevated tracks within the city limits. They have until July, 1897, 
to complete the work. 


Steamers continue to report violent weather on the Atlantic. The Moreca, from Dundee 
encountered much ice, and passed a number of small icebergs. Un March 2 she was able 
to steam only 35 miles, but on the third was clear of ice. 


On the tower of the Transportation Building in the World’s Fair grounds is an electric 
search light, placed there to illuminate Jackson Park. The light on this tower is the 
most powerful one in the world, and is equal to 16,000,000 candle-power. 


The wolves in Montana, U.S. A., have been very bad this year, and the cold weather 
has made them very ferocious. They are killing cattle as large aa two-year-old steers. 
Droves of gray wolves with as many as fifty in the flock have been seen. 


The skeleton of a reptile or sea-monster known as the whale-lizard was recently brought 
from Alaska to Seattle, Washington. The weight of the whole skeleton is 2400 pounds, 
and a single bone weighs 794 pounds. The whale-lizard is said to have been able to swim 
upon the surface of the water as well as to creep upon the land. 


The American Mahommedan, Alexander Russell Webb, whom the wealthy Mussulmen 
of India and the east have sent to introduce the faith of Islam among the “civilized” 
Christians of the west, isin New York. The Mohammedans hope and expect to estab- 
lish their religion in the United States. Rich Mohammedans of Bombay have guaranteed 
$150,000 for the purpose of erecting a mosque in America. 


They have had a terrible cyclone in Mississippi and Georgia. At Marion a child was 
taken out of its mother’s arms and killed, and at Meridian seven members of \D. Barnett’s 
family were killed; his wife’s mother carried away in the storm and her body had not 
been recovered, at last accounts. In one county all the farm houses have been swept 
away, and their contents scattered over the hills. The loss of life and property is very 
great. 

A severe shock of earthquake was felt at New York on March 8 The vibration was 
accompanied by a rumbling noise, followed almost immediately by a violent report re- 
sembling an underground explosion, to which a prolonged rumbling succeeded. The shock 
was specially severe at Long Island City, where pictures fell from the walls of houses, 
and crockery and china were broken. Some of the inhabitants fled terror-stricken in their 
night-clothes. 


On March 4, a terrible cyclone swept across the northern tier of counties in Georgia, 
devastating fifty square miles of country. The damage to property is great, and many 
lives have been lost. The storm, coming from the northwest, struck the town of Green- 
ville, Merryweather county, sixty miles from Atlanta, entirely demolishing the business 
portion of the town and about forty private houses. The buildings destroyed were 
levelled to the ground, three lifeless bodies being found beneath the debris. Adessa 
village, near Greenville, was completely swept away, killing six persons, In Woodburn, 
ten miles east of Greenville, where three persons fell victims to the fury of the hurricane, 
the people are digging stormpits to take refuge in should the storm of Saturday be re- 
peated. Telegraph wires are down throughout the whole section of the country and rail- 
way traffic is delayed. At Piedmont eighteen houses are down, and the dead number two 
and the list of injured is along one. The details sv far arefew. At Marion, Mississippi, 
every house in the town is blown down and three persons are killed and many fatally 
injured.

THOU SHALL NOT COMMIT ADULTERY. 


IN conversation with a minister, who had been sent out to reform the 
“Mormons,” we expressed the opinion that adultery was one of the gravest 
sins that could be committed, and that it would lead to destruction any 
people that were guilty of it. While not dissenting from the idea that it 
might be a sin under some circumstances, his views were that in and of 
itself it was not a sin, only so far as it affected others, and to illustrate his 
idea supposed 2, case as follows: “I am traveling, and on the way meet a 
young woman who is also traveling; we are attracted to each other, and 
during the journey live together as a husband and wife. At our journey’s 
end we separate. We are strangers, never expecting to meet again, and 
each go our own way. She has no friends or relations who can be affected 
by any disgrace that may be attached to her, and my own part is known 
only to myself. What harm can result from our indulgence?” 

We regret that this damnable idea is becoming quite prevalent among 
the people of the world, and that it is not, among some classes, even con- 
sidered necessary to keep crimes of this kind a secret. So common are the 
sexual sins, that it is no unusual thing for girls to have children before 
they are married, nor does it seem to reflect upon their characters or inter- 
fere with future prospects of marriage. The men who are known to be 
guilty of these crimes are not deprived of social recognition, and women 
to whom they pay their court receive their attentions as though no blight 
was on them. The punishment inflicted upon men who are found guilty, 
when cases are brought to trial, is less than for the offense of stealing, and 
generally it is not considered a transgression of God’s law. 

This laxity of regard for the principle of virtue is to be regretted. It 
is indicative of the degeneracy of a people; and that this feeling is com- 
mon among all classes is manifest, not only by the expression of a professed 
advocate of Christianity, but by the records of the courts and papers. 

The history of the past is ignored, or, if considered, is looked at as 
fabulous. We believe that it treats of events that transpired. That in 
Noah’s day the people became very corrupt, and as they would not listen 
to Noah when he called upon them to repent, the earth was covered with 
water, and all the people save Noah and family were destroyed. That four 
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hundred yearshad scarcely passed, and the earth had again become populous, 
when Sodom and Gomorrah, large and wealthy cities, had forgotten that 
adultery was a sin, and went to even greater excesses than Noah’s pro- 
genitors. We know the result. Egypt, a highly civilized country, lost its 
prestige, through failure to observe the laws of chastity; and the people 
of Canaan, during the absence of the children of Israel in Egypt, had 
become so corrupt that God required Joshua to utterly destroy them. So 
it has been from that day to this. So long as nations have observed the 
law of virtue they have prospered, but with the decay of public morality 
they have fallen. The same laws that have prevailed in the past prevail 
to-day, and the same results will follow any people who disregard them. 

The Lord is again warning the people. His servants are abroad in the 
earth, calling upon the people to repent, that the Kingdom of Heaven is 
at hand. This has been going on for sixty-three years, and many have 
received and obeyed the Gospel; a great many others have believed it, but 
were not willing to repent of their sins, and reform their lives. That the 
rejection of the Gospel has been followed by a great increase in sexual 
sin there can be no doubt, and this has had a tendency to weaken the 
bodies of the people, planting within them the seeds of death and decay; 
and when a plague does come upon the earth, they will not be able to 
resist its ravages. 

Now the Gospel teaches us to honor woman, as a gift from God, that we 
should cherish, love, and honor her, and that while man is the head of his 
own house woman stands close at his side. That one without the other is 
not perfect. The Gospel unites them in one. Their interests are equal, 
and one cannot be hurt without both suffering. But how are women 
looked at to-day? and how are very many of them treated by their hus 
bands and mankind generally? Why, worse than brute beasts. Cruelty 
to animals is punished, but woman—vwell, she is only a woman. 

Neither man nor woman can transgress the law of chastity without com- 
mitting a grievous sin, for which they will have to pay the penalty, 
Formerly when God’s laws prevailed upon the earth this was a crime 
punished with death under some circumstances, while in others it could 
be atoned for in other ways. But man’s guilt could not be answered for 
in any easier way than a woman’s; nor could he escape the punishment 
for his sin. 

The Elders who are laboring among the people have this as part of their 
duty, to teach those who apply fur baptism the necessity of repenting of 
all their sins, and if any have been guilty of sexual crimes to repent, and 
as far as possible atone for them; that this sin cannot be condoned among 
members of the church, for the Spirit of God will not dwell with people 
who are guilty of it. Those who are members of the church, need admon- 
ishing from time to time, that they avoid temptations; the young need 
constant care, and every effort should be made to impress upon their minds 
that virtue is above price. This is one of the objects that God had in view 
in calling His people to come out of the world, that they partake not of 
this sin, and being separate would be less apt to be led into temptation- 
There is something more for the people to do than profess their faith, re- 
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ceive baptism, etc., and attend to meetings. Their own walk and conver- 
sation should harmonize with the principle of virtue; example is a good 
teacher, and if we can improve the lives of our neighbors morally, though 
they be not members of our church, we are doing a good work. The fear- 
ful stream of crime we may be unable to stem, but let our influence reach 
as far as it can, by encouraging all who may show a disposition to abandon 
sin. E. 


AN unwonted incident occurred recently in the Roumanian Chamber of 
Deputies, when a manly speech in defense of the right of Jews to equality 
was delivered by M. Carp, the Minister of Domains. Among the measures 
to be brought into Parliament during the session were various education 
bills, under which “foreigners”—the Jews—were to be admitted into 
Public Elementary and Commercial Schools only if there were room for 
them, and if they paid special fees for the privilege, whilst from the 
Government Technical Schools they were to be excluded altogether. Not- 
withstanding the strong opposition of the powerful anti-Jewish elemeut, 
the Chamber was so impressed by M. Carp’s exhortation, that by a large 
majority it determined to place “foreigners” on the same footing with 
respect to admission into Technical Schools as was provided for in the 
bills relating to other schools. We make the following extract from 
M. Carp’s speech :—“ Roumania has declared it to be her mission to be 
the pioneer of culture in the East. How ill would it accord with such a 
mission to exclude foreigners from our schools! And do we not owe our 
very culture to foreign schools, from which we might likewise have been 
excluded? A nation which has withstood the storms of Tartars and of 
Turks surely need not fear denationalization at the hands of a few foreign 
students, educated at her schools! As regards the Jews, I hold the same 
opinion respecting the question as I did in 1867, when my life was threat- 
ened. There may bea certain amount of danger in the large number of 
Jews who dwell among us and yet are not altogether of us. But I admire 
their sobriety, their close family life, their careful, frugal mode of living, 
and their intellectual power. The danger, of which I hear so much, can- 
not be conquered by measures passed against the Jews. Many such have 
been directed against them, and what has been the result? What is it 
you want? You have denied them naturalization, excluded them from 
politics, but you compel them to military service. You take their blood 
and deny them advancement. And yet about every decade a cry goes up 
that we are crushed down by the Jews, and the State is in danger. The 
only real danger lies here, that we are not willing to work as they. All the 
privileges which are given to Roumania will vanish as the wind, unless we 
maintain them by our own exertion and labor. You cannot kill the Jews 
nor send them away, and it is surely better to bring them into closer 
harmony with ourselves by educating their youths in our schools, and 
letting them breathe our national spirit. This were wiser sure than to 
keep 200,000 inhabitants in ignorance. All your repressive measures have 
been of no avail. And you cannot go further than throw the Jews into 
the Danube. If the foreigners, who include the resident Jews, are excluded 
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from our Technical Schools, in short, if this amendment be carried, a 
ministerial crisis must ensue, for I cannot consent to such a measure.” 


THE draft of an important law, the purpose of which is to mitigate the 
severe measures to which the Jews in Russia have for some time past been 
subjected, is being prepared at the Ministry of the Interior. According 
to the proposed new laws, Jews living in villages and towns situated 
within the western frontier zone, which has a breadth of 33 miles, will be 
granted the right of continuing to reside there, whereas the law now in 
force deprives them of this privilege unless they settled in their present 
abodes prior to October 27, 1858. The new scheme is to be discussed 
during the next session of the Council of the Empire. Meanwhile the pro- 
vincial governors have been instructed to suspend the expulsions of Jews.

10:30 a.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Moyes. Singing. 

President Hansen was pleased to meet so many who had come to learn 
the ways of God. He trusted we would receive the word in honest hearts, 
and have the Spirit of God to guide us in our labors. 

Elder Crittenden deemed it a privilege to meet with the Saints, who 
had complied with the laws that Nicodemus would have to obey before he 
could see the kingdom of heaven.

THE PEARY EXPEDITION. 


THE expedition in quest of the North Pole that is being fitted out by Lieut. 
Peary is to set sail from New York early in May next, and is expected to 
reach McCormick’s bay, West Greenland, by the first of June following, 
Provisions and stores will here be landed and laid away. The party will 
then commence the perilous sledge journey overland as soon as the dog 
trains can be made up, and will proceed as directly as possible for the 
northern part of Greenland. The initial journey will be about 1500 miles 
in length, and this will bring the party to the extreme northwestern 
edge of thatisland. This point was reached by the lieutenant in his last 
expedition, and here he claims to have established that beyond is an open 
sea in the summer time stretching away to the northward. The sledge 
journey will occupy about two months, and at the place of its termination 
huts will be erected and provisions cached, and here the explorer will 
spend next winter. This is about 500 miles from the pole. 

It is stated that the lieutenant will await the freezing over of the open 
sea beyond Greenland, and then push across as far as possible during the 
winter months. The darkness in the northern regions continues for a 
duration of about six months. The starlight makes it possible for one to 
discern objects at a close distance, but, on the whole, the winter months 
are one long period of gloom. The only apprehension which Mr. Peary 
fears while wintering in northern Greenland is the likelihood of rabies 
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developing among the dogs. The long period of darkness appears to de- 
velop in the canine carriers a species of hydrophobia, which, though not 
contagious, results at any rate in carrying off the dogs. The latter. when 
afflicted by this polar type of hydrophobia, will snap and bite, and Mr. 
Peary is able to testify, from numerous scars he carries, as to the character 
assumed by the malady. It seems, however, that the bite from polar dogs 
when so affected is not dangerous. It is to be hoped it is not; the dangers 
otherwise would seem to be quite sufficient for even the most venturesome, 
not to say foolhardy. 

The party is to consist of eight men besides the leader. The expenses 
are to be sustained by the lieutenant himself, so that there is no room for 
anyone to find fault on that account; he is now interspersing a lecture 
course with the preparations for his hazardous journey. It is not yet 
given out whether or not Mrs. Peary will accompany him, as on the last 
occasion, but for humanity’s sake, if not for her’s, let us hope not. 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

The Salt Lake Pickle Co., made an assignment, on March 3, 1893. 

President Wilford Woodruff was eighty-six years old, on March 1, 1893. 

There was six inches of snow on the ground at Salt Lake City, February 26. 

Eight elk, four mountain sheep, and a number of deer have been shipped to Church 
Island. 

Rognon & Scott have commenced the publication of a paper at Payson, entitled The 
Payson Globe. 

It is rumored that the Utah Central between Salt Lake City and Park City is to be 
absorbed by the Rio Grande Western. 

Storms in February have filled the mountains with snow, and no apprehension is now 
felt that water for irrigation purposes will be short. 

The Salt Lake City Council, have granted the petition of Wonderland to keep open on 
Sunday, providing the company give sacred concerts. 

The Bullion Beck and Champion mine at Tintic, was to resume work about March 1. | 
The miners have consented to work for $2.50 per day while silver remains at its present 
price. 

The dead body of a full grown male babe, was found in the basement of the Ontario 
Hotel; Salt Lake City, on March 2. It was wrapped in a copy of the Salt Lake Herald 
dated February 28. 

The Idaho Legislature has passed a bill making silver a legal tender for all debts here- 
after contracted, all limitations in contracts to the contrary notwithstanding. It is a fatal 
blow to the gold contract system. 

Gladding, McBean & Co., tile manufacturers, of San Francisco, propose to erect a 
branch factory at Salt Lake City, providing the city will buy from them all the sewer 
pipe, fire brick and ornamental tile that may be needed for public works the next three 
years; all to be made in Salt Lake City. 

At Ogden, Sunday, February 26, George Lewis, a gambler, was shot and killed by a 
Frenchman named Borel, a sheep herder. Last November, Lewis and confederates 
swindled Borel out of $1700, who, unable to get any satisfaction or return of the money, 
met Lewis on Sunday and fired four shots at him, two of which took effect in his back. 
He died in about twenty minutes after being shot.
